SCHOOL REPORT, 


Fok THE YEAR EnpiNG AvucGusT 1, 1903; 


To the citizens of Auburn we respectfully present the follow- 
ing report: 

Number of pupils who have attended school not less than 
two weeks, 102. Boys, 52. Girls, 50. 

Number attending school under five years of age, 5. 

Number attending school over sixteen years of age, 5. 

E*>st sccols nave been maintained in town the past year. 

Three terms were taught in Nos. 1, 2,3, 6 and 73; two 
terms in Nos. 4, 5 and 8, as most of the pupils were small 
and could not attend a winter term. 

Eight different teachers have been employed. All except 
one had had some experience in teaching, and nearly all had 
previously taught in this town. Therefure we expected good 
work and have not been disappointed. 

They have been thorough and practical in their instruction 
and endeavored to instill into the minds of their pupils the 
idea of self-reliance; that they must rely upon themselves in 
committing their lessons to memory, and in reciting them; 
that they must rely on their own ideas for expression and not 
too much on the text-books for their thoughts. We 
think the fact that several of our pupils have entered schools 
of higher grade after passing a very satisfactory examination 
is sufficient proof of the excellent instruction received in our 
common schools. 

There has been great improvement in penmanship in some 
of our schools. As practice makes perfect we wish this prac- 
tice might be kept up during vacation and until a fair legible 
style is gained. 

Some years ago a man from the Catskill mountains went 
to Ohio and opened a writing school. His ideals of beauty 
and graceful curves were suggested by the curvelets traced 
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on the sandy beach by the waves and the artistic designs of 
the spider's web. He studied the works of nature and de- 
veloped the Spencerian system. 

The attendance in some of our schools has been very good. 
Three of the eight have had a nearly perfect record for one 
or more terms; while the others have a large number of ab- 
sent marks. Many of these absences have been caused by 
sickness as most of them were in the winter term. Irregular 
attendance in some sections of the district is the greatest 
hindrance to progress in schuvol work with which we have to 
contend and the hardest to remove. We hope that every pu- 
pil will strive to be in school every day the coming year and 
be there on time. . 

According to the registers the number of visits by parents, 
citizens and others is 393. Of that number only three were 
gentlernen who had scholars attending school. Now why 
not take one half day each term the coming year to visit 
schools, thus encouraging your children and their teachers 
and learn from your own personal observance something of 
the work that is being done.
